Man

O Accused to appear in court for weekend murders of 
two children © Police decline to reveal relationship 


A 31-year-old Edmonton man is scheduled 
to appear in court this morning facing two 
counts of first-degree murder in the deaths 
of two young children. 

The man was charged yesterday but has 
been in custody since police found him at 
a northeast townhouse late Sunday night. 

Officers had been called to the home at 
11:30 p.m. to check on the welfare of the 
two children but instead found the young¬ 
sters dead. The suspect was treated for mi¬ 
nor injuries. 

Alberta’s Children and Youth Services 
minister, Yvonne Fritz, has confirmed that 
social workers had been involved in the 
care of the children, but declined to go in¬ 
to specifics except to say the children lived 
with their mother. Department 
spokesman John Tuckwell yesterday said

there would be no further comment since 
the case is now a police matter. 

Both children were under 10. 
Neighbours say they were of kindergarten 
age. Neither child can be identified under 
the privacy rules relating to children in 
government care.

Mother

A Bashaw mother has been 
charged with attempted 
murder and arson 
following a fire at her fami¬ 
ly’s home early Monday. 

RCMP joined firefighters 
at the blaze at 6:30 a.m. to 
find that a father, mother 
and their two children had 
made it out of the burning 
structure. 

Following an investiga¬ 
tion, RCMP charged the 
mother with three counts 
of attempted murder and 
two counts of arson with 
disregard for human life 
yesterday. She will appear 
in provincial court in Stet- 
tler tomorrow morning. 

The cause of the fire and 
the identity of the accused 
and her family have not 
been released.

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Now that the main roads 
and bus routes are clear. 
City of Edmonton sanders, 
plows and graders are head¬ 
ing for residential streets. 

“We have 115 units on 
the road right now, which 
is standard,” Lloyd Meyer, 
superintendent of roadway 
maintenance services, said 
yesterday. 

In a week to 10 days 
from now, the city will have 


cleared all 4,800 kilometres 
of road. 

“It’s a big job, a lot of 
equipment, a lot of people 
behind the scenes,” said 
Meyer. 

Snow stacked downtown 
and in business areas will 
be removed, while 
windrows in residential ar¬ 
eas will be kept below 30 
centimetres at driveways. 

While things have come 
together since the winter 
storm last week, Coun. Ker¬ 
ry Diotte said yesterday a 
plan should be in place to 


let residents know of a 
timeframe for their streets 
and back lanes. 

“They try to plow the 
main arterial roads in 48 
hours and they’ve got that 
benchmarked,” said Diotte. 
“(But) there’s no real bench¬ 
mark for city residential 
streets.” 

He said his office has 
been getting a lot of calls, 
while Meyer said the city 
had about 1,000 calls be¬ 
tween the snowfall and the 
end of the weekend — an 
average number. 


Details 

► The city is asking that vehi¬ 
cles be removed from the 
streets between 7 a.m. and 
10 p.m. 

► Back lanes are plowed dur¬ 
ing the night, between 10 
p.m. and 7 a.m. 

► If another significant 
snowfall returns, all 
resources will be directed 
back to the main routes, 
which are high priority.

The Vatican yesterday 
sought to clarify the Pope’s 
controversial comments 
about condoms and HIV, 
saying he by no means sug¬ 
gested condom use could 
be condoned as a means of 
avoiding pregnancy. 

The Vatican’s moral 
watchdog, the Congrega¬ 
tion of the Doctrine of the 
Faith, issued a statement 
saying some commenta¬ 
tors had misrepresented 
the pope’s remarks in a 
book-length interview re¬ 
leased last month entitled 
Light of the World. 

The Vatican statement 
stressed that Benedict was

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Inflation eases 
to steady pace 

O Core inflation index at two-year low © November 
reversed trend of rising inflation established since July 


The pace of inflation in 
Canada eased to an annual 
rate of two per cent last 
month as the prices of 
most consumer goods ei¬ 
ther saw a moderation in 
growth or outright de¬ 
clines from last year. 

After a surprising 
spurt in October to an an¬ 
nualized rate of 2.4 per 
cent, inflation as meas¬ 
ured by the consumer 
price index now appears 
headed back to moderate 
levels. 

And November’s figures 
from Statistics Canada also 
likely eliminated whatever 
concern Bank of Canada 
governor Mark Carney 
might have had that keep¬ 
ing interest rates at such 
historic lows much longer 
would trigger a sharp rise 


in prices. 

November also reversed 
a trend of rising inflation 
that had been established 
since July, when Ontario 
and British Columbia in¬ 
troduced the harmonized 
sales tax. 

“The big question after 
the surprise pop (in Octo¬ 
ber) was whether it was a 
one-month fluke, or the 
start of a new higher 
trend for inflation,” said 
Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist with 
BMO Capital Markets. 
“Today’s report emphati¬ 
cally says one-month 
fluke. 

“This docile report will 
quell talk of a rate hike by 
the Bank of Canada in ear¬ 
ly 2011,” Porter added.

Advisory panel slams

A high-level advisory panel 
has told Ottawa and Alber¬ 
ta to put politics aside and 
set up a world-class environ¬ 
mental monitoring system 
for the Alberta oilsands.

’Tis a few days before 
Christmas and the Grinch 
is on the prowl. 

T urns out the Grinch is 
a team at Simon Fraser 
University that has 
published the follow¬ 
ing anti-Christmas re¬ 
search: “Identity 
moderates the effects of Christ¬ 
mas displays on mood, self¬ 
esteem, and inclusion.” 

According to the professors 
and their grad student Grinch 
accomplices, their research 
shows that “the pervasive pres¬ 
ence of Christmas displays in 
December makes people who do 
not celebrate Christmas feel like 
they don’t belong, and it harms 
their emotional well-being.” 

For those of us struggling to 
breathe under a seasonal 


avalanche of Bing Crosby, this is 
nothing new, but the closer you 
look at the actual experiment, 
the more you have to ask: Don’t 
these guys have anything better 
to do? 

Here’s what they did — they 
put one group of students in a 
lab decorated with a 12-inch 
Christmas tree and another 
group in a lab with no tree. 

Then they asked them how they 
felt. 

Subjects didn’t know they 
were in a study on the 
psychological effects of 
Christmas trees, but were asked 
to fill out a questionnaire about 
their mood. 

Moods varied depending on 
the presence of the tree and the 
background of the respondents. 
In the presence of the tree, Sikh 
and Buddhist respondents felt 
less sure about themselves and 


felt excluded from the universi¬ 
ty. Christian students reported a 
more positive mood. 

Putting aside questions about 
the research (maybe 12-inch 
plastic trees are culturally 
depressing. Maybe Sikh and Bud¬ 
dhist students require much big¬ 
ger trees to feel good?), this just 
encourages the brand of self- 
righteousness that blights the 
yuletide season annually. 

Some killjoy kicks Christmas 
out of the mall in case someone 
might feel excluded. 

And now they’ve got research 
to back them up. “Studies show 
...” they’ll proclaim, ignoring 
the fact it’s one study and one 
tree. 

I wonder what would happen 
if the team put its subjects 
through the Halloween test. Or 
the Thanksgiving test. 

At some level, they’re all reli¬ 


gious festivals, but they are also 
festivals. 

I’m in favour of festivals. 
Thanks to multiculturalism, we 
keep adding them to the calen¬ 
dar: Hanukkah; Kwanzaa; 
Diwali; Narooz. If we keep this 
up, we can have a parade every 
day of the year. And how good is 
that? 

The point is to use festivals to 
include people, not exclude 
them. We all believe different 
things, but if there’s one belief 
that unites us all, it’s simply 
this: Festivals are fun. 

So, without prejudice, I offer 
the following greeting: Merry 
Christmas! (And happy holidays 
to everyone, even professors).

Environment Canada 
senior climatologist David 
Phillips says much of the 
country will be wrapped 
in a white blanket on 
Christmas morning. 

It could be the whitest 
Christmas ever in London 
and Sarnia, Ont. 

London already has 48 
centimetres while the Sar¬ 
nia area was socked with 
30-40 centimetres last 
week that stranded hun¬ 
dreds of motorists on 
Highway 402. 

With nine centimetres 
on the ground and more 



on the way, Ottawa and 
Montreal are guaranteed a 
white Christmas. 

Snow on the ground 
and below normal 
temperatures mean the 
Prairies already have their 
white Christmas in the 
bag, said Phillips. 

There’s just no chance 
for a white Christmas in 
Fredericton, Moncton, 
Halifax, Sydney, Charlot¬ 


tetown, St.John’s, and 
Corner Brook, N.L., said 
Phillips. 

Vancouver won’t have a 
white Christmas, but 
there’s only been an 11 
per cent chance over 55 
years that the city has one 
anyway, said Phillips. In 
Victoria and along the B.C. 
coast, there’s little 
chance, he said.

Coens do 
justice to 
True Grit 

True Grit

and Hailee Steinfeld 

Perhaps only artists as 
visionary and celebrated as 
The Coen Brothers would 
dare remake a film as 
beloved as True Grit and 
not be met with a tsunami 
of bile. The original 1969 
picture (itself just re- 
released on Blu ray) starred 
John Wayne in the role 
that won him a much be¬ 
lated Oscar and was 
perhaps the last gasp of 
the classic, Ford/Hawks 
steeped mythic American 
western before the ultra-vi¬ 
olent influence of the Ital¬ 


ian “spaghetti western” 
consumed the genre. 

Wisely, the Coen’s have 
decided not to reproduce 
or “reinvent” it but rather 
go back to the source on 
which it was based, 
Charles Portis’s novel. The 
resulting picture is 
nothing short of a joy to 


behold. 

This time, instead of 
The Duke we have Jeff 
Bridges at his craggy, cur¬ 
mudgeonly best as lone 
wolf Marshall Rueben 
“Rooster” Cogbum, who 
when he’s not defending 
his latest righteous kill in a 
court of law, sleeps his 


booze soaked self away in a 
cot behind a Chinese 
restaurant. 

Into his sagebrush dust¬ 
ed life comes 14 year old 
Mattie Ross (Hailee Stein¬ 
feld), who secures Cogbum 
to hunt the villain that 
killed her father and bring 
‘em back alive. Also 


adhered to their adventure 
is the preening, over-his- 
head Ranger LeBoef (Matt 
Damon) who also wants to 
get his mitts on the same 
murderer so he can hang 
him for his crimes in 
Texas. 

That’s pretty much the 
story but narrative 
contrivance isn’t what 
makes Tme Grit such a 
heart swelling, eye filling 
delight. It’s a mixture of 
spot-on, giddy performanc¬ 
es both lead and support¬ 
ing; the delicate, lonely but 
never oppressive 
cinematography by Roger 
Deakins; Carter Burwell’s 
aching and melancholy 
score that uses the hymn 
Leaning on the Everlasting 
Arms and most important¬ 
ly, it’s The Coen’s ace direc¬ 
tion, milking mirth and 
rugged poetiy out of every 
second of screen time. A 
gentle, rambling treasure 

of a film. • CHRIS ALEXANDER

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Bunches of punches for the holidays 

O Whether light and fizzy or dense and decadent, there’s a punch recipe to complement every soiree 


Following the adage that 
everything old is new 
again, the hot trend in par¬ 
ty drinks this holiday is 
punch, served in, you 
guessed it, a punch bowl. 

Various sources say 
punch was introduced to 
England from India in the 


early 17th century and 
then it spread to other 
countries.

“I think punches are a

Using a sharp knife, cut 
an oval tab of zest 
about one by three 
inches. 

3 With the skin pointing 
outward bend the oval 
toward the flame of a 
lighter over the drink. 
The flame should ignite 
the oils in the peel, 
which will squirt from 
the zest. Add the flamed 
orange peel.

• 375 ml (11/2 cups) single 
malt Scotch 

• 10 dashes orange bitters

O ne individual’s 
experience, told 
here, provides an 
example of why 
you should be careful 
when you call the Min¬ 
istry of Labour. 

Following his termina¬ 
tion, Scott Seltzer was giv¬ 
en a termination package 


consisting of a three-week 
severance payment re¬ 
quired by legislation and 


an offer for an additional 
payment in exchange for 
signing a release. 


Instead of calling a 
lawyer, Seltzer called the 
B.C. Ministry of Labour for 
advice. Seltzer was told 
that in B.C. a worker 
“could not sign their legal 
rights away,” which is 
technically correct but 
practically misleading. 
Each province has legisla¬ 
tion that sets out mini¬ 
mum severance. Here, 
Seltzer was entitled to a 
minimum payment of 
three weeks’ salary. How¬ 
ever, since Seltzer was en¬ 
titled to more than just the 
minimum, his employer 
asked him to sign a release 
for the additional pay¬ 
ments — which is an 


agreement not to later sue. 
Although this was an issue 
that most employment 
lawyers would spot as a 
matter of course, the Min¬ 
istry representative failed 
to clarify the distinction. 

Relying on what he was 
told. Seltzer mistakenly 
thought he had nothing to 
lose by signing the release, 
believing he could take the 
extra money and then 
challenge his employer for 
more. However, when he 
later made a human rights 
complaint, his claim was 
dismissed at a preliminary 
hearing because of the re¬ 
lease he had signed. Why 
did this happen and how 


could it be avoided? 

Most provincial employ¬ 
ment ministries in Canada 
have hotlines for employ¬ 
ees to call to obtain “infor¬ 
mation” about their rights. 
The problem is that this in¬ 
formation is often con¬ 
strued as “advice,” since 
advice is often inappropri¬ 
ately dispensed by the 
ministry representatives 
who answer the phone. 
And, since most people 
will believe, even if incor¬ 
rectly, that they received 
advice from a government 
body, they are unlikely to 
later pay for a lawyer’s 
time to obtain a second 
opinion.

As the stressful season of 
year-end deadlines and 
pre-Christmas chaos boils 
down to a cozy yuletide 
break, there's no more fit¬ 
ting a moment, career 
counselors say, to take a 
pause by the fireside and 
reflect on whether or not 
your daily work is mean¬ 
ingful. 

“A rare few people have 
a real career plan, some 
people have a vague idea 
of what they should do, 
and most people have no 
formal goals,” Executive 


Coach Jane Cranston says. 
“It’s when they get into 
their mid-30s that they 
start asking ‘where am 
I?’” 

Better to start contem¬ 
plating your life goals, she 
says, on December 30th 
than your 30th December. 

That’s true not just be¬ 
cause the solstice has a 
magic for forcing normal¬ 
ly rushed professionals to 
peer backwards at the 
years gone by -- but be¬ 
cause the winter months 
happen to be the prime 
time window to execute a 
career swap.

“We help people set

A night after disman¬ 
tling a soft Swiss squad 8- 
0 in Oshawa, Ont., the 
Canadians were put on 
their heels by the darting 
yellow jerseys of a Swe¬ 
den team that answered 
every hit and didn’t back 
down an inch. 

The Swedes arrived in 
Toronto missing 10 bags 
of equipment, and only 
practised Monday after 
Hockey Canada sent them 
on a shopping spree for 
some replacement gear. 
But they got their stuff 
about three hours before 
gametime and found their 
legs immediately, using 
their speed to take away 
time and space from the 
Canadians. 

Despite thundering 
hits early on from 
Schenn, Kassian and Mar¬ 
cus Foligno, it was Roy 
who kept Sweden from 
running away with it in 
the first with a series of 
big stops.

At last year's world junior champi¬ 
onship in Saskatoon, Slovakia was 
clearly a team on the decline. But 
one gangly kid on the blue-line 
caught my eye - and I wasn’t the 
only one who noticed him. 

M artin Marincin had a great 
stride and yes, he needed to 
put some more meat on his 
six-foot-four frame, but 
that’s the type of thing that 
can be accomplished quite easily over 
time. In the summer, the Oilers nabbed 
the big Slovak 46th overall at the draft. 
Meanwhile, Marincin was tabbed by the 
Western League’s Prince George Cougars 
in the CHL Import Draft and the young 
man was headed out to B.C. for the 201 fi¬ 
ll season. So far, it’s been all smiles in 
Prince George. Marincin leads the WHL 
in scoring by a defenseman with 35 
points through 33 games and will suit up 
for Slovakia again this year at the world 
juniors in Buffalo, N.Y. He is one of sever¬ 
al Edmonton prospects to look out for.

Sweden’s archenemy, Finland, will al¬ 
so have some Oilers flair in left-winger 
Toni Rajala.

The change back to 
the European style of play threw Rajala 
off early this season, but playing against 
his age group again in Buffalo will change 
that.

It’s not every day that Mit¬ 
subishi introduces new 
models to North America, 
but it had to happen soon¬ 
er or later. 

Technically, though, the 
2011 RVR (called the Out- 
lander Sport in the U.S.) is 
a spin-off of the current 
Outlander wagon. In fact, 
both models use the same 
platform as the compact 
Lancer sedan. But with a 
37-centimetre reduction in 
overall length over the 
Outlander, the RVR actual¬ 
ly appears radically differ¬ 
ent. It’s also geared to a 
different audience and 
seems destined to fulfill a 
different mission in life. 


Without doubt, the 
RVR’s attractively propor¬ 
tioned shape appears, well, 
sporty, as opposed to the 
sheetmetal on the family- 
values-looking Outlander. 
In fact, only the senior Out- 
lander’s outside mirrors 
are shared with the up¬ 
start. From stem to stem, 
the design is more cohe¬ 
sive and works well with 
the Lancer Evolution-style 
open-mouth nosepiece 
that Mitsubishi claims was 
inspired by jet-fighter air 
intakes. 

Naturally, a price must 
be paid for pmning more 
than a foot from the RVR’s 
length. The bigger Out¬ 
lander is available with a 
third row and the RVR is 
not. Simple. 


Although the cargo hold 
has been similarly short¬ 
ened, it remains more than 
adequate. 

If need be, the storage 
space can be maxed out by 
folding forward the split 
60:40 rear seat. 

The five-passenger seat¬ 
ing arrangement will suit 
most needs although we 
wonder about the polka- 
dot-like base seat cover¬ 
ings. For drivers, a display 
screen indicating fuel, out¬ 
side temperature, odome¬ 
ter reading and other vitals 
separates the dashboard’s 
large twin gauge pods. 

The RVR’s thmst is pro¬ 
vided by the Lancer-based 
2.0-litre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine that makes 148 horse¬ 
power and 145 pound-feet 


of torque. 

That’s not exactly earth- 
shattering compared to the 
Hyundai Tucson’s 175- 
horsepower engine or the 
Volkswagen Tiguan’s 200 
turbocharged horses, but it 
should be enough to make 
the 1,410-kilogram RVR 
(about 180 kilograms 
lighter than the original 
Outlander) perform in a 
lively manner. 

The RVR’s performance 
might not entirely live up 
to its sporty intentions 
(Mitsubishi has more po¬ 
tent four-cylinder engines 
that it could easily draw 
upon), but for style and 
content, this shrink- 
wrapped wagon should 
earn a spot in the big 
leagues.

calling them micro-vans but they’re not really that 
“micro.” I guess this is just to signify they are smaller than 
“regular” minivans. 

All of them feature three rows of seating, sliding rear 
doors, and are based on C-segment vehicles, which are 
compacts like Mazda3, Ford Focus and Chevrolet Craze. 

For a time, Mazda5 was the only micro-van in our mar¬ 
ket. The Kia Rondo joined the festivities, though its low, 
low profile didn’t add much notoriety to the segment. 

But now there is lots of micro-van action. 

Not only is there an all-new 2012 Mazda5 coming early 
in the new year, but also both Ford and Chevrolet will 
jump into the segment during 2011. 

The Ford C-Max will be the first vehicle in this market 
to offer the automaker’s new 1.6-litre EcoBoost four-cylin¬ 
der engine, which features both turbocharging and direct 
injection. 

Ford suggests an EcoBoost-equipped C-Max will deliver 
the best highway fuel economy of any seven-seat vehicle 
in the market. 

Chevrolet’s upcoming micro-van, the Orlando, debuts 
first in Europe then arrives in Canada by summer. 

The Orlando will not be available in the U.S, which 
speaks volumes about how GM recognizes our tendency 
toward practicality and good sense — something Canadi¬ 
ans should take pride in. 

Micro-vans give you a lot of vehicle for their footprint. 
They also appeal to a wide demographic — empty nesters, 
dog owners, active-lifestyle types, families on a budget, 
and to a growing number of buyers of any stripe who 
need a bit of room but recognize that one doesn’t always 
have to super-size. 

Mazda Canada was in fact, very conscious of not 
making its new Mazda5 bigger than the last one. “We re¬ 
sisted that temptation, because the concept works beauti¬ 
fully as it is,” says Greg Young, Mazda Canada’s PR 
director.
